Fond hopes of millions could 
have been blasted, and it 
seems that those in authority 
who could have some _ con- 
trol, care for none of these 
things. They seem to value 
human life as nothing. Of 
course there is little thought 
about the souls and eternity. 

Our country has kept out 
of the awful conflict so far. 
No doubt thousands of pray- 
ers have been underneath 
president Wilson and others 
in authority according to 
Paul’s instructions: “I exhort 
therefore, that, first of all, 
supplications, prayers, inter- 
cessions, and givingof thanks, 
be made for all men; forkings, 
and for all that are in author- 
ity; that we may lead a quiet 
and peacable life in all god- 
liness and honesty. For this 
is good and acceptable in the 
sight of God our Savior; who 
will have all mento be saved, 
and to come unto the knowl- 
edge of the truth. 1Tim. 2:1-4 


I admit that Jesus tells us 
that we will hear of wars and 
rumors of wars, but this 1s no- 
thing new in the history 
of the world. Wars have 
checkered the history of the 
world in all ages. Different 
peoples haye struggled for 


the mastery over others. All 


such resultin bloodshed and 
the loss of human life. And 
what a waste of the lives of 
precious young men! And 
most of them probably died 
with no hope what ever jin a 
Savior. 

War is a feeder of hell. It 
increases the population of 


_ that dark region rapidly. This 


last awful struggle’ has been 
the cause of millions of moth- 
er’s boys dropping into the 
region of the damned where 
they are entering their eter- 
nal tortures. Their fate is 








awful. And snatched away 
from life so suddenly by sat- 
an’s belching cannons and 


the devil’s war artillery, they 
had no time to repent.

With all the horrors of war | 


‘vividly pictured before the 


people, and the shrieks and 
groans of the damned rightly 
imagined according to the 
teaching of the Bible. who 
favor war? Who would 
want to force a crowd of in- 
nocent young men into the 
face of death as he _ belches 
forth his hellish fury to hurl 
our young men off the battle- 
field into the fiery recessesot 
hell? 

While Jesus said that there 
would be wars, there is no 
statement nor inference what- 
ever that shows He endorsed 
or favored war. His teach- 
ing is altogether to the con- 
trary. Better suffer wrong 
than to do wrong, is the spir- 
itof Christ. At one time 
He said, “If my kingdom 
were of this world, then 
would my _ servants fight.” 
John 18:36. But as His king- 
dom is not of this world He 
teaches us to resist not evil, 
(Math. 5:39) but rather if 
they smite you on one cheek 
turn the other also. 


Our attitude toward war 
can be no other way than that 
taught by our Lord. If we 
are of the world so we can 
take part in the wars then we 
are not of His kingdom. We 
cannot be of the world and 
of the Lord at thesame time. 
We cannot serve God and 
mammon. Math. 6:24. As 
forme I cannot fight Ger- 
many, nor lend my influence 
in that direction and support 
such a momvement. I can 
be imposed upon, but | can- 
not fight. 

No doubt many of our peo- 
ple are wondering what to do 
in case our country gets into 
war. Shall we enlist in the 
governmental service and 
fight for our rights? Can we 
shoulder a gun and march out 
to the battle front and point 


our gun toward our enemy 
and fire into his ranks and 


send his soul to hell, when 
Jesus, our King, tells us to 


‘and our love is not 





Neither can 


love ourenemies? Math. 5:44. 

Thers is scarcely any use 
for me to instruct our people 
about going to war, because 
the Holy Ghost, if given per- 
fect right of way, will teach 
every soul to have the spirit 
of the Master. And itis 
plainly shown in the Book 
that it is not the spirit of the 
Master to fight. 

Jesus loves the world. This 
takes in Germany as well as 
America. If we are Christ’s, 
then we love the world too, 
limited 
to our own native country. 
If Jesus fought because His 
rights were trampled upon, 
then we should do the same. 
But where do we see Him 
slaying the multitudes because 
fhey were trampling upon 
His rights? Itis pride and 
selfishness usually that leads 
to war. 


It is not my purpose to dis- 
cuss war from the world 
standpoint. Itis only my 
part to show that the Lord’s 
children are citizens of an- 
other country. “Not of the 
world,” says Jesus, “even as 
I am not of the world.” Jno. 
17:16. “For our citizenship 
(R. V.) is in heaven.” Philip- 
pians 3:20. The war in 
which we are engaged is _ of 
far more importance than the 
world wars being waged. 
Ours is a spiritual warfare, 
that seeks to save souls from 
hell instead of sending them 
there by flashing steel into 
their vitals. 

Men areleaving their hom- 
es and loved ones and vol- 
unteering their service for 
their country and never re- 
turn to tell them goodby be- 
fere sinking into death. They 
calli bravery and patriotism 
to face the guns and bursting 
shells, but beloved, with us, 
it will be far more brave to 
excuse ourselves and stay in 
our own war that is far more 
important. The time may 
come when it will take stout 
hearts to refuse to shoulder a 
gun and march out to kill 
men. Many _ conscientious 
men have refused to carry 
guns undet any circumstan- 
ces. They felt it was ccn- 
trary to the spirit of — their 
Lord.

Wecan’t stoop to ac- 
cept a position lower than

If war is declared on our 
country, much pressure will 
be brought to bear to influ- 
ence our young men to vol- 
unteer. Enthusiasm will run 
high. The appeal to arms to 
support our country will 
catch like wild fire. No body

many, will never return. It 
may be easy for our own 
church boys to be caught by 
the spell. We must have 
them prepared to say, no, and 
stay as far away from the in- 
fluence as possible. 

We need our young men 
in the Lord’s service. While 
they are so they can give the 
Lord the best ot their lives is 
when they are most needed. 
What asad _ thing to see a 
young life wasted in sin! Just 
as well say, what a sad thing 
to see a young man give his 
strength and manhood tosend 
men to hell in bloody war, 
when he ought to be giving 
the best of his life to the ac- 
tive service of the Lord in 
building up the great Church 
of God. 

Young men, let me appeal 
to you now! If you can leave 
home and go to war and 
travel over this world, no one 
knows where, and probably 
never return to greet your 
dear old fathers and mothers, 
or young wives with whom 
you are living so happily now, 
how much more can you af- 
ford to leave your homes to 
go to battle for the Lord and 
do your uttermost to save 
men from a devil's hell! 


As members __ of the great 
Church of God we owe our 
first and best to God. Our 
first duty isto the church. 
We obligate to be loyal and 
true. This, then, is our first 
duty. The war demon may 
try to persuade you that your 
first duty is to the stars and 
stripes, but this is a delusion. 
And you should never per- 
mit the spell that catches the 
world to get a hold on you. 

The inspiration and zeal of
